Cruel Business 


Nothing is quite so maddening to a peace-loving nation 


like ours as the Communists' ruthless technique of false im- 
prisonment on trumped-up charges. It is most aggravating 
because it is so difficult to combat. 


The latest shocking episode of this kind, Red China's 


imprisonment of 13 American citizens for terms from four 
years to life, dramatizes a painful fact that has been long 
known: That the Communists did not return all Allied pris- 
oners as they were required to do under the Korean truce 
agreement. 


It goes without saying that this cruel business is inter- 


national gangsterism of the worst sort, a violation not alone 
of the Korean pact but of the laws of war governing the sta- 
tus of prisoners. Men in uniform are not "spies," as charged. 


But the point, of course, is: What can we do about it? 
A few voices raised in and out of congress have de- 


manded that we resort to drastic measures, declaring that 
"onlv force" will free these men.

Such a course cieariy does not recommend itself to 


President Eisenhower. Secretary of State Dulles or Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson, nor would it be likely to have ap- 
peal to most Americans who give the matter sober thought. 


For "force" can mean just one thing—war. Even if 


we could find where the imprisoned Americans were being 
held, we could not by any stretch of the imagination expect 
TO conduct a successful rescue raid into sprawling China. 
Thus war i< the pole conceivable course of action left to ad- 
vocp.f'~ 
>s of "force." 


Yet. as much as we cherish the life of every single Amer- 


ican, the irHi of plunging the whole nation into war and 
sending millions to their deaths in perhaps a vain effort to 
save 13 men from prison terms is something we cannot con- 
sider. 


li would be very surprising if a single one of the 13 


wants so colossal a sacrifice to be made in his behalf. 


Frustrating though it may be. all we can sensibly do is 


protest. But it ought to be understood that protest is some- 
times effective, and it could be again.

Both the United States and its ally, Britain, already 


have vigorously denounced this newest Red act in defiance 
of international justice. But the question should be of in- 
stant importance to the United Nations, under whose com- 
mand the imprisoned Americans fought, and to the neutral 
Korean armistice commission now overseeing the truce. 


It is always arguable whether this sort of pressure works 


best if accompanied by loud noises of indignation, or if more 
subtly applied against the high councils of the hostile state 
involved. 


Ordinary Americans, deeply angered at this latest out- 


rage, nevertheless cannot decide which approach is wisest 
in this case. But they can insist that every ounce of pressure 
be resolutely and relentlessly applied until these and other 
falsely imprisoned Americans are restored to full freedom, j

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Jeff Davis Builds a Bridge

Jefferson Davis was a lieutenant in the First Infantry 


before the Black Hawk War and was on duty in north- 
western Illinois in 1831 Mrs. Davis relates in the biogra- 
phy of her husband that Davis and his scouts came to the 
Rock River at Dixon late that year to find a mail coach 
and a party of men. women, and children on the way to 
Galena and the lead mines, all trying to discover some 
way to cross the river. At this time there was no bridge 
and the crossing was usually made on John Dixon's 
ferry. 
However, the ferryboat was useless since the 


water was frozen, and the ice was not solid enough to 
walk or ride across with safety. 


Davis solved the problem. 
He told them to 


keep a large fire burning in the fireplace of Di.v- 
on's 
cabin, the only one available. -Then he put 


the men to work cutting large blocks of ie-e. These 
were then laid one by one across the river. As 
each block was put down, water was poured o\er 
it and the adjoining block. 
As the blocks froze 


together a bridge began to form. Sometimes t -^ 


of the men broke through the thin river ire: he 
was ordered back to the cabin to turn around be- 
fore the fire until he was dry. Soon the bridge 
was ready and all the travelers creased safely. 


This was the first meeting of Jefferson Davis 


and John Dixon.

Benjamin Lundy, Pioneer 


Abolitionist 
By JOHN SCHOTT 


Ninth Grade, LaSalle-Peru Township High School 
One of the ^earliest advocates of the abolition of slav- 


ery was a Quaker editor and publisher. Benjamin Lundy. 
He organized the first abolition society in 1815. 
In Jan- 


uary, 1821. he began publication of an anti-slavery news- 
paper, "The Genius of Universal Emancipation." It was 
printed successively 
in Mt. Pleasant. O.; Greenville, 


Tenn.; Baltimore, Md.; Washington. D. C., and Phila- 
dephia. 


Lundy came to Illinois in 1838 and settled at 


Low HI (l^iSalle County) where he built a house 
and printing office in which to publish the "Gen- 
ii!*." 
The paper was first printed in Henn<>pin 


(Putnam County) but from Nov. 8, 1838, until 
Lundy's death it was published in Lowell. In the 
summer of 1839 he was stricken with a fever and 
died on Aug. 22. 
H»- was buried in the Friends' 


Cemetery near McNabb (Putnam County). 
In 1939 in ceremonies commemorating the centennial 


of Lundy's death, the Society of Friends of McNabb and 
the State of Illinois placed a bronze tablet on his grave. 
The tablet bears a tribute written by John Greenleaf 
Whittier. Lundy's friend and fellow- abolitionist: "It was 
his lot to struggle, for years almost alone, a solitary voice 
crying in the wilderness; yet. amidst all. faithful to his 
one great purpose, the emancipation of the slaves." 


On July 11. 1934, the LaSalle County Historical 


Society erected a marker honoring Lundy on Rt. 
71 east of the entrance to Starved Rock State 
Park. The memorial was unveiled by Steven Par-

Use Cranberries 


Cranberries 
are a fruit 
very 


much in season and a wonderful 
buy. If you have a freezer why not 
buy several pounds of these color- 
ful berries. They can be frozen 
just as they come from the grocery 
store. Most berries are encased in 
a polyethylene bag. This bag is 
perforated, so storage should not 
be prolonged too greatly. If it 
needs to be it would be a good idea 
to insert the package into another 
air-tight plastic bag. 


Here's a recipe using cranber- 


ries that I like very much. Maybe 
some of you would like to try it. 
It is rather rich, so make the serv- 
ings small, and be sure to serve it 
topped with ice cream. It is called 
cranberry crunch. 


Mix 1 cup uncooked rolled oats, 


*2 cup flour and 1 cup brown sugar 
together. Cut in }2 cup of butter or 
margarine until the mixture is 
quite crumbly. Place half this mix- 
ture in an 8x8 inch greased baking 
dish. Cover with a 1 pound can of 
cranberry sauce or about 2 cups of 
your own cranberry sauce, made 
from the raw berries. Top with the 
balance of the flour and oats mix- 
ture. 


Bake 45 minutes at 350 degrees. 


This is especially good when it is 
served slightly warm with the ice 
cream. 


Make your own cranberry juice 


cocktail by cooking one pound of 
cranberries with 4 cups of water. 
Cook berries and water until all 
the skins pop open. Strain through 
a cheesecloth. Heat and add ?3 cup 
sugar and boil for 2 minutes. Chill 
before serving. 


Lemon, orange, grapefruit or 


pineapple juice, ginger ale or other 
beverages combine well with this 
cocktail. 


If you're preparing punch for a 


large group such as for a holiday 
wedding, here's a quantity recipe- 
use 20 pounds of cranberries, 5 gal- 


lons water and several pounds of 
sugar. 


Raw Cranberries 


Another trick in using raw cran- 


berries. Try adding them to your 
plain muffin recipe. Add Ji to :fi 
cup chopped raw cranberries mix- 
ed with 3 tablespoons sugar. 


For variation in your favorite ap- 


ple pie, add half the proportion of 
whole cranberries and half apples. 


Rice pudding served 
icy-cold 


with hot cranberry sauce spooned 
over the pudding just before serv- 
ing time, has a gay look and a de- 
lightful 
flavor. Or top a plain 


baked custard with chilled or hot 
cranberry sauce.

Lots of men folks are looking 


around for gift suggestions for busy 
mothers. May we suggest 
such 


practical gifts that can be used all 
year round to save work and time. 
How about some extra step shelves 
built in the cupboard, a spice rack 
to be attached to the cupboard 
door of the mix, some really sharp 
knives, and knife rack handy to 
the sink, or a knife sharpener that 
will help Mom keep her knives in 
good working condition. Or a real- 
ly good wall-type can opener that 
works easily and quickly to get 
cans open. Or an adjustable iron- 
ing board to allow a busy mother 
to try sitting down to iron or at 
least get her board to a comfort- 
able standing height. Another fine 
gift might be a laundry cart to help 
Mom wheel that heavy wash out 
to the line. One that lifts the basket 
up so there's not so much energy- 
consuming stooping to get the end- 
less number of pieces pinned onto 
the line.

NEW YORKW) — Guess whafa 


the latest thing in men's pajamas. 
Well. sir. it's the ladies. 


"Eighty-six per cent of the pa- 


jamas sold today are bought by 
women." said M. J. Lovell. direc- 
tor of the Men's Pa jama Institute. 


The 125-million-dollar-a-year in- 


dustry, now booming again, will 
market 30 million pairs of men's 
pajamas by the end of 1954. double 
the number of only five years ago. 


"Can't figure 
out how many 


women buy pajamas for them- 
seh'es." remarked Lovell. "Many 
vrifes have pot into the habit of 
rolling up the cuffs and sleeves 
of their husband's pajamas and 
wearing them. 


More Comfortable 


"A lot of single girls now buy 


small-sized men's p a j a m a s for 
their own use. too. Only reason we 
can find is that they feel more 
comfortable—roomier in the seat 
and chest." 


Pajamas first achieved fame as 


a military uniform. About mo A D. 
Emperor Wail-Tie of China built 
up a cavalry brigade to stop the 
raids of mountain nomads. His 
cavalrymen found the draped gar- 
ments of that day a nuisance in 
the saddle, and developed the pa- 
jama trouser so they could ride 
more easily. 


Pajamas spread 
quickly from 


China to India, where they were 
soon widely adopted and worn for 
centuries for every purpose — ex- 
cept sleeping. The British adopted 
them, and they made their debut 
in England as sleeping garments 
and were called "puyjams." 


Introduced In 1870 


About 1870 they were introduced 


into America as "pajamas." and 
were viewed at first by our hardy 
folk with the same deep suspicion 
they showed for the first bathtubs. 
They still clung to nightshirts and 
nightcaps. 


Theater matinee idols who wore 


pajamas in bedroom farces first 
convinced Mr. and Mrs. America 
that these colorful sleeping gar- 
ment's weren't the devil's boudoir 
bait. And when Rudolph Valentino 
wore them in a film, they became 
the rage. 


But the war—plus the bragging 


of later Hollywood stars (actresses 
as well as actors! that they pre- 
ferred sleeping in their birthday 
suits-cut pajama sales steeply. 


"The idea got around that real 


he-men always slept raw." said 
Lovell sternly. "That's silly. All 
the U. S. athletes who will par- 
ticipate in the Pan - A m e r i c a n 
games in Mexico City next spring 
will wear pajamas. 


"I also deny these stories that 


many Hollywood acrtesses sleep 
raw. I'd like to see some concrete 
proof. I'd like to investigate that 
rumor myself." 


Who Wouldn't? 


Who wouldn't, even if the job re- 


quired late hours? 


The pajama industry now is 


stressing the all-around livability 
of pajamas for lounging, beach- 
wear and TV viewing. 


"Why. 
some men now even play 


golf in pajamas," said Lovell, 
"and why not?" 


"Why 
not office pajamas, too, 


so people could be more comfort- 
able on the job." I asked, carried 
away by his vision of a world re- 
laxed. 


"Please." said Lovell nervously. 


"Let's don't go into that now. One 
step at a time."
